Sir: - 


I have received your letter of the 14th instant, enclosing copy of a letter addressed you by 
Mr. J.B. Eckfeldt, Assayer of your Mint, in reference to reporting small quantities of gold 
contained in silver deposits, when the amount does not equal the expense of parting the same. 


You will observe that Section 3519 of the Revised Statutes expressly provides that in 
case gold and silver are contained, if either are in such small proportion that neither can be 
separated advantageously, no allowance should be made to depositors for its value. The Assayer 
will therefore be guided by the following rule. In silver deposits containing a small proportion of 
gold, no allowance is to be made for the gold when its value does not equal the expense of 
parting.
